those of loud and difficult breathing-

such cases and' found accumulations of. 
beards in the 
mouth, stomach, or 


windpipe. A roll of beards may form ;

mucous membrance. The animal can 
not get rid of them; the parts become 
intensely swoi.-in and inflamed, inter- 
fering with eating, and starvaton will 
occur. Plugs of the beards may lodge 
at any point between the laryas and 
bronchi, producing loud, distressing 
breathing and coughing. The foreign 
body can, not ba removed 
and death,
